7. Production 

The following observations vere »aade' in .the large work shop: 
{the letters in brackets refer to the legend of Anne: 1) 

a. Several 7-1 missiles (sec Annex 2} were stored in. depart- 
ment. (a). Some were fastened on trestles and measured. by ; 
soviet civilians. The measuiing apparatus wore mounted on- 
tripods and looked like leveling Instruments., The ro® vas , 
not* equipped with machinery. 

bo About 50 medium-size mac ine tools (lathes, milling, 
planing, and shaping machine-.') were set up in department 
(b)„ iron the name, plates ou the machines it was inferred 
f that they were of German origin. The production itself wap 
not c* served, b 


c, Large hydraulic multiple pillar presses vjere in depart- 
ment (c). hound platws were continually punched in two 
operations (see. Annex 3). T e material used for these plates 
was E-tm steel sh&ts which w re subjected to a cold treatment. 

The flashed plates had a dit meter df about 450 m ahd were 
provided with six concentric moles with' a diameter dt about 

70 rate, Large quantities of 'ti e plates were manufactured ahd 
shipped by trucks to in unidentified destination.
